Friday night set a record for 
this tim e year many say it is 
the coldest for this late in the 
year since 1899.

morning the mercury stood at 
22 degrees. 
And it warm ed up little dur­ 
ing the day even 
though 
the 
sun cam e about noon. The cold 
wind continued 
to 
keep 
the 
readings in the 20s 
and 
low 
30s all day, finally 
rising 
to 
the freezing point in the sun. 
Some local 
weatherm en say 
the freeze this tim e killed the 
fruit, grass, grain, 
trees, 
and 
shrubbery. Others say they do 
not believe the dam age as great 
as expected saying 
the 
grass 
hasn't been hurt too much 
in 
their estim ation. 
Anyway, it was one 
of 
the 
coldest northers we have been 
out in 01 so it seem ed. 
One a week since spring. The 
freeze, of course. 
, 
Spring cam e 
in 
last 
week 
with a 24 degree 
tem perature 
and it hasn’t been 
too 
much 


above that since. 
Friday was the annual W ise 
County Youth Fair 
day, 
and 
predictions 
Thursday were for 
a nice day. 


It didn’t com e about though. 
Friday morning broke 
nice 
and clear and warm. 


But in a few hours the wind 
was howling from the 
north, 
the sky was overcast and 
the 
mercury started dropping. 
It dropped from the fifties to 
the thirties in a few hours. 
The first freeze did extensive 
dam age to gardens, grain, etc. 
The vegetation sturdy enough 
to w eather the first freeze may 
have been killed by the second 
one Friday night. 


Every cloud has a 
silver 
lining they say, and it may 
be our extrem e cold w ill have 
brought som e good after all. 
The 18 degree w eather fol­ 
low ing n]M>n the 24 degree 
reading of the first of last 
w eek, m ay have killed m il­ 
lions of 
grasshoppers 
and 
bugs, which 
have 
been 
a 
plague th e past few 
years, 
even during the drouth. 
Farm ers tell us grasshop­ 
pers had hatched in 
m any 
places, and if the first freeze 
didn’t get them , the second 
one did. As 
for 
pugs 
and 
other insects, we’ll have to 
w ait and see, but we bet the 
tw o freezes were of no help 
to them , and w e hope did ex 
tensive dam age. 


It would be im possible to 
estim ate th e dam age done by 
these tw o 
freeze-ups; 
and 
also im possible to 
estim ate 
the relief from 
pests 
this 
sum m er. The w eather threw 
us a curve iii 1955 but going 
from one extrem e 
to 
the 
other is nothing new In W ise 
county. 
No rain, as 
clearing 
skies 
Friday afternoon dispelled any 
thought of possible 
snow 
or 
sleet.

Developers of gas properties in 
the North Texas counties of Wise 
•md Jack Saturday called upon 
Lone Star Gas Company “to drop 
its opposition” to the proposal of 
Natural Gas Pipeline Company of 
America to enter the area with 
a new pipeline outlet. 


Eor the sake of independent 
producers and the petroleum in­ 
dustry as a whole, which is now 
trying to stave off federal con­ 
trol, I strongly urge Lone Star 
Gas to end its opposition to the 
proposed line,” Ellison Miles of 
Dallas, president of Miles Pro­ 
duction Company, declared in a 
statem ent released Saturday. 
The Miles company in associa­ 
tion with Christie, 
Mitchell & 
Mitchell, 
Houston 
partnership, 
has been actively engaged in de­ 
veloping gas reserves in North 
Texas, principally in Wise Coun­ 
ty. 


Miles said his statem ent was 
in reply to a statem ent issued by 
D. A. Hulcy of Dallas, Lone Star 
president. In that statem ent Hul- 
<y 
said 
Natural 
Gas 
Pipeline 
( oui puny, 
an 
interstate 
g a s 
transmission firm based in Chi- 
cago, proposes to purchase gas in 
Jack and Wise Counties “at a 
comparable price more than 50 
p* 1 cent higher than the average 
now being paid in those coun­ 
ties.” 
Muley said such a price 
would “ultim ately” have to be 
met by Lone Star and that such 
im tease 
would have to be paid” 
by its more than 700,000 cus­ 
tomers in Texas and Oklahoma. 
In his statem ent, Miles said 
independent producers in the area 
i<*(]uirc 
this additional increase 
in price due to the larger cost 
of well drilling. 
He said that 
Wise County wells now cost about 
$75,000 each to drill, which, he 
added, “is an increase of 50 per 
< ent over the cost of presently 
producing w ells.” 


Miles said that a 50 per cent 
increase in wellhead gas prices 
would not increase prices to con­ 
sumers more than IO per cent. 
“Low prices now paid for gas 
in the area has resulted in a 
number of independents abandon­ 
ing wells without attem pting to 
complete them ,” he declalld. “A 
price of 15c per 1,000 cubic feet 
would enable operators to 
re­ 
enter and cpmplete the now use 


less wells as we have done in ten 
such abandonments. And it would 
mean more new wells drilled. 
Natural Gas Pipeline offers a 
year-round 
contract 
for 
gas, 
scaled to produce the w ells on a 
regulated annual basis. 
This is 
in contrast to present contracts 
which call for an annual gas take 
insufficient to drill and operate 
expensive wells. These contracts 
demand delivery of the entire 
year’s production within a few 
months which results in physical 
w aste.” 


The producer continued in h is , 
statem ent: 
“Lone Star says it 
cannot afford to pay the producer 
4c more per 1,000 feet for gas. 
Vet at the same time, it seeks to 
lay a total of 425 miles of line to 
supply 
Natural 
Gas 
Pipeline 
Company’s needs. This looks like 
an attem pt to continue a mon­ 
opolistic position without regard 
to the independent producer.” 
H earings are to resume Mon-1

Natural Gas Pipeline’s applica­ 
tion to extend its interstate sys­ 
tem 250 miles southeast across 
Oklahoma from near Fritch in 
the Texas Panhandle to Jack and 
Wise Counties.

The company has agreed to 
pay Christie, Mitchell & Mitchell 
15c per 1,000 feet for gas. Tes­ 
timony already presented before 
the FPO stated Lone Star had 
made an offer of lie per 1,000 
ieet. 


Lone Star entered the case as 
an intervener, along with several 
other companies, and countered 
the Natural Gas 
Pipeline pro­ 
posal with a Lone Star plan to 
build a gas line from Petrolia in 
North Texas to Fritch and an­ 
other line from Snyder in W est 
Texas to Fritch to supply the 
Chicago transmission firm with 
its long-range gas needs.

health of body is a Christian’s re­

4:4, Phillips 
translation.) Health begins in self­ 
control comes only by working at 
it. 
Purity Is Positivo 
It is true that the New Testa­ 
ment warns against spiritual sins 
quite as much as against physical 
sins, if not more so. But it is also 
true that there are plain teachings 
about virtues and vices of tile 
body itself. Drunkenness, sexual 
sins of various kinds, are always 
marked out as spiritual dangers. 
Blessed are the pure in heart, 
that is true. But those who are 
not pure in body are not pure in 
heart. Further, purity is not a 
negative thing. A virgin who had 
never touched a drop of liquor 
might yet not be pure. Repression 
of desire as the Bible knows and 
as psychology on its own has also 
discovered, — sheer repression, 
with nothing to balance it, may 
be a bad thing. A driver was ' 
boasting about how he eliminated 
some distance on a certain route 
he took every week, and so saved 
three minutes on every trip. But 
he could not answer the question: 
What do you do with those three 
minutes? So purity of life mean 
more than not squandering our 
energies and wasting our health, 
on drink or otherwise; it means 
using the energy we save, as God 
would have it used. 
Who’* in Charge Here? 
The key - question 
for ___ 
physical, mental, and spiritual- is, 
Who is in charge here? Is your 
body in charge of your mind, or 
is it the other way around? But 
which mind is in charge here? 
Your lazy, sleazy, shifty mind 
content 
with 
ignorance, 
asking 
only to be amused (for you have 
such a mind), or the mind that 
aspires to higher things (for you 
have such a mind too). You carry 
with you all your life the mind 
of the brute, the mind of the child 
but you have the right to a ma­ 
ture mind, to be mature. Who is 
in charge here, the brute, 
the 
child, or you? Above all, who is 
in charge of you? lf the true an­ 
swer to that last question is God, 
then the true answers to the others 
will be easier.
